This being the First Day of the Second Session of the 
Thirteenth Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for 
the despatch of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His 
Honour the Honourable John James Bowlen, Lieutenant Govern- 
or, dated the fourth day of January, 1956. 


The Clerk of the Assembly read the Proclamation as follows:

Sad HEREAS it is deemed 
(Sgd.) expedient for certain 
ERNEST C. MANNING causes and considerations to 
siete abcde, convene the Legislative As- 
y ; sembly of Our Province of 
Alberta, We do will that you and each of you, and all others in 
this behalf interested, on Thursday, the ninth day of February, 
A.D., 1956, at the hour of three o’clock in the afternoon, at Our 
City of Edmonton, personally be and appear for the despatch of 
business, to treat, act, do and conclude upon those things which, 
in the Legislature of Our Province of Alberta, by the Common 
Council of Our said Province, may, by the favour of God, be 
ordained. 


HEREIN FAIL NOT. 
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IN TESTIMONY whereof we have caused these Our Letters 
to be made Patent, and the Great Seal of Our Province to be 
hereunto affixed.

Mr. Speaker entered the Assembly and took the Chair. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor en- 
tered the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I welcome you to the Second Session of the Thirteenth Legis- 
lature of the Province of Alberta. 


The past year was of special significance to our people in that 
it marked the fiftieth anniversary of Alberta’s incorporation as a 
province. Appropriate activities commemorating this important 
event were held throughout the province honoring particularly 
the early pioneers who laid the foundations on which our rapidly 
expanding economy has been built. 


While the past year has been marked by the continued orderly 
development of our natural resources and a high level of general 
prosperity, our basic industry, Agriculture, faces serious difficul- 
ties which, unless relieved, may jeopardize the continued buoy- 
ancy of our economy. The factors responsible for the continuing 
rise in farm operating costs and the decline in farm incomes while 
largely beyond the jurisdiction of this Legislature, are matters of 
grave concern to all our people. Every effort will be made by my 
Government to assist in relieving the effects of these circum- 
stances and to help in bringing about their solution in co-operation 
with other agencies and Governments concerned. 


Services provided to the agricultural industry generally will 
be expanded and steps will be taken to encourage the production 
of more specialized and diversified crops. 


Construction will be continued on the St. Mary-Milk River 
Irrigation Development and on the Bow River Development pro- 
jects and attention will be given to farm settlement programs in 
these areas. 


In recognition of the need for flood control measures and 
the adoption of policies to conserve the waters of the East Slope 
of the Canadian Rockies, surveys are being conducted to deter- 
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mine the best methods of assuring the future water supply re- 
quirements of the province. Special attention is being given to 
the problems of river pollution and remedial and preventive 
measures will be undertaken wherever necessary in the public 
interest. 


An accelerated program for the control and eradication of 
diseases of livestock is proposed together with more effective con- 
trol of predators and other pests that have taken a toll of livestock 
and endangered public health. 


My Government’s program of rural electrification will be 
further encouraged by amendments to legislation providing for 
an increased period of financing electrification projects. You also 
will be asked to approve amendments to The Revolving Fund Act 
to provide further aid in the extension of farm electrification into 
areas regarded as difficult to serve under normal circumstances. 


In the field of Public Health, you will be asked to approve 
appropriations for the purchase of poliomyelitis vaccine and to 
cover the costs of certain responsibilities which will be assumed 
for the care of cerebral palsy cases. Legislation will be submitted 
authorizing my Government to enter into an agreement with the 
Government of Canada for the implementation of public hospi- 
talization and diagnostic services contingent upon the details of 
such a program being worked out to the satisfaction of the 
Governments concerned. 


To further ensure the continued orderly development of our 
forest resources, my Government has developed an effective con- 
servation program for the forested areas of the province and you 
will be asked to approve a more extensive fire protection program. 


A revision and consolidation of The Gas Resources Preserva- 
tion Act will be submitted for your approval together with amend- 
ments to The Oil and Gas Resources Conservation Act. 


Amendments to The Game Act designed to provide greater 
efficiency in the province’s game management program will be 
submitted for your attention. 


In the field of Education, you will be asked to consider 
measures designed to increase the number of teachers qualified to 
offer instruction in high school grades. Increased appropriations 
for operational and capital grants will be proposed for your con- 
sideration. An Act to provide retirement pensions for secretaries 
and other designated employees of School Divisions together with 
amendments to The School Act will be introduced during the 
session. 


The progressive expansion of public services makes necessary 
a continuous program of construction of new public buildings 
and you will be asked to approve substantial appropriations for 
this purpose. 


An extensive program of highway and bridge construction 
combined with assistance to Municipalities in providing all- 
weather market roads will be submitted for your approval. 
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A major construction program is proposed by the Depart- 
ment of Telephones during the coming year, including a micro- 
wave relay network to provide additional long distance telephone 
circuits and to be used in the transmission of television. 


An Act designed to facilitate the orderly development and 
administration of town sites located principally in Improvement 
Districts will be submitted for your consideration. An amendment - 
to The Improvement District Act designed to afford residents of 
Improvement Districts a greater voice in the administration of 
their local affairs will be introduced. 


The report of the Royal Commission on Metropolitan De- 
velopment of the Cities of Calgary and Edmonton will be tabled 
for your study and attention. 


You will be asked to approve an amendment to The Municipal 
Capital Expenditure Loans Act to make available to Alberta 
Municipalities substantial sums from the Provincial Treasury in 
the form of loans for necessary capital improvements. 


To augment the funds allocated from provincial revenues for 
this purpose, it is proposed to establish a Municipal Finance 
Corporation through which additional funds can be made avail- 
able to Municipalities for necessary capital borrowings. 


In addition to the financial resources the corporation will 
make available to Municipalities, it will provide facilities through 
which Alberta citizens and corporations will be afforded an 
opportunity for sound investment in the development of local 
communities. 


During the ensuing year in co-operation with municipal and 
school authorities, my Government proposes to conduct a com- 
prehensive survey into the whole field of provincial municipal 
financial arrangements with a view to modernizing and improv- 
ing the existing tax structure and establishing a more satisfactory 
allocation of responsibilities and sources of revenue. 


A special committee appointed at the last session to recom- 
mend amendments to The Workmen’s Compensation Act will 
submit its report and recommendations during the present 
session. 


Legislation will be introduced to enable the revision and con- 
solidation of statutes authorized in 1952 to be completed this year 
including the public general statutes enacted up to and including 
the Second Session of 1955. 


Amending legislation at this session will be submitted in a 
manner that will permit it to be related to the revision and con- 
solidation of the statutes without requiring its incorporation 
therein after this session. 


A revised method of submitting legislation will be instituted 
at this session to facilitate your perusal and study of the matters 
contained therein.

A revision and consolidation of The Alberta Election Act 
will be presented for your consideration. 


It is proposed to amend The Public Service Act to make 
possible special recognition to civil servants who have been em- 
ployed in the Public Service for a period of 25 years or more. 


Further encouragement will be given to cultural activities 
throughout the province and to this end a new Library Act will 
be introduced designed to give effect to a comprehensive long 
range library program to meet the needs of both urban and rural 
communities. 


In the field of Civil Defence my Government proposes a con- 
tinuation of its program of training and general organization 
throughout the province and will continue such civil defence pre- 
parations as the Government of Canada indicates are necessary. 


The Public Accounts for the past fiscal year together with 
the Estimates for the coming year will be submitted for your 
study and approval. 


I leave you now to the discharge of your legislative duties 
with full confidence that your deliberations under Divine guidance 
will be in the best interests of each and all our citizens.
